Mrs. McDougall Moved West When 
Buffalo Were Plentiful and 


Conveniences Few. 


66 HOSE who travel westwards in the cum. 
I fort of a pullman and grumble to the 
porter about the steam heat do not 
know how blessed they are. They do not know 
the west as we ploneers have known it. They 
Gre altogetBer too soft. They don't know they 
ere born,” said Mrs. David McDougall, pioneer 
tettler of the Canadian northwest, in Calgary 
recently. 

Mrs. McDougall is one of the few women re 
Maining either in Calgary or Bdmonton who 
came to Alberta before the days of the railway. 
She tells of what early pioneer wom®n had to 
endure at that time, that the banner of civiliza- 
tion might te carried forward. Mrs. McDougall 
came out west as a bride from the settlement 
of Aberfoyle, Ontario, and still has an accent as 
Scottish as if she had come straight from the 
Highlands only a few years ago. She has been 
an Albertan since the early seventies, however, 
and for one whole year after coming west was 
the only woman resident, not an Indian, in the 
mission and trading settlement of Morely, near 
Banff Hot Springs, about one hundred and thirty 
miles from the now flourishing city of Calgary, 

Mrs McDougal) relates that there were no 
dcctors or nurses within one thousand miles— 
at Fort Garry—now Winnipeg. When the chil- 
(dren were born, or the other settlers were sick, 
all the attendance which could be secured was 
from a faithful old Indian woman, who acted as 
& servant. Trading stations like Morely were at 
that time so far removed from civilization that 
mails only reached them once a year, They had 
little or no flour, and until they could get seed 
potatoes to grow in a little gardén patch they 
were entirely without starchy food. 

Butfalo roamed the plains in millions, and 
fish abounded tn the river. Berries were plenti 
ful; so was game, and the men were mighty 
hunters. 

David McDougall, her husband, was literally 
a “Nimrod of the plains.” His alm was deadly, 
and many a competition he held with his brother, 
Rey Dr John MeDougall, as to which of them 
could bring down the largest bul! buffalo— 
though cow meat was generally preferred. Old: 
timers still tell stirring tales of the prowess of 
the two brothers. David, in addition to being an 
excellent shot, was a lucky fisherman and a 
splendid trapper. His game bag never came 
home empty. Though now a septuagenarian, he 
is still a fine shot and able to work havoc yet 
among the ducks and geese in the fall.

esting history, It is the first harmonium ever 
brought to ald the church services of any Pro 
testant church itn Alberta—the pioneer of al!

THE DEFICIT AND FREIGHT RATES. 

That sixty million dollar deficit on the Cana- 
dian National railway system does not brighten 
the prospect for reduced freight rates—-on an) 
thing or in either direction. That is an unwel 
come fact, but it is better to face it candidly and 
prepare to deal with it. Last year when Parlia-! 
ment proposed to restore the Crow's Nest rates 
on grain shipped east the railway represeute lives 
pointed to the annual losses on the Government 


railway system as a reason why railways last year 
snould not be cut down. The railways last year 
hauled out the largest crop of grain in the his 


tory of the West, but the increased traffie did no 

make up for the reduced rates. On the contrary 

the deficit is twelve millions more than that of 

the previous year. It can be taken for granted | 
that the railway lawyers wil! produce that fact, 
and argue on it by the hour, when the Commission | 
is asked to cut down rates on Alberta wheat ship- | 
ped eastward, or on commodities of any kind 
shipped to or from Alberta from the East or the 
West.
